Bangladesh - S2 Jim Smith VK9NS’s planned 
Bangladesh DXpedition was canceled at the last 
minute. Jim received a telex from the Bangladesh 
authorities denying his amateur license just days before 
he was due to leave Norfolk Island. The problem is 
caused by the change in government in Bangladesh, 
following their recent election. Jim says he will 
continue to pursue operating permission in the 
country, once the new government is in place. 

Six Meters Joel Paladino N6AMG heads off to another

the South Cook Islands, where he will operate from 
ZK1CG’s QTH.

Propagation Watch 

DXers’ long string of good propagation luck finally ran 
out after the ARRL SSB test. A series of flares and 
subsequent geomagnetic activity degraded band conditions 
for much of the last week. 

A series of M-class flares caused some minor short-wave 
on the sunlit side of the earth, followed by minor 
geomagnetic storms. These storms affected the auroral 
latitudes in particular, which virtually eliminated the polar 
path, and long paths that pass through the auroral zone 
(55°-70° latitude.) 

The geomagnetic storms increase fading and noise, and 
increase absorption, which reduces signal strengths. This 
dramatically lowers signal-to-noise ratios. Long-haul DX 
practically disappears, at least for a while. 

Short paths, north-south paths, and low-latitude DX are 
not significantly reduced by minor geomagnetic storms, so 
the DXer still has plenty of opportunities, especially on 10- 
15 meters during the day, and 20 meters in the early 
evening, and just before local dawn. 

Sunspot Region 6538 is the source of many of the larger 
flares this past week. This large, magnetically complex 
region will be on the western side of the sun this weekend, 
so be on the lookout for more geomagnetic storms. (Flares 
on the western side of the sun cause more disruption to 
earth’s geomagnetic field than those on the eastern side.) 

On the other hand, six-meter enthusiasts have enjoyed 
some excellent openings. 
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International Marconi Day - 1991 

This year the event will be held on Saturday 27th 
April, from midnight-midnight UTC. The stations taking 
part this year are as follows: 

DAQIMD: Greg DLIFBE will operate this station 
from Borkum Island, off the North German coast. The first 
"Marconigram" was sent from here on 28 February, 1990. 

EI2MD: Operated by members of the South Easy 
Radio Club from the site of Marconi’s first Irish 
experiments. 

GB@IMD: Vernon G3FWE assisted by members of 
the Marconi Radio society of Portsmouth and the Isle of 
Wight Radio Society, will air this call from the Packpool 
Park Wireless Museum on the Isle of Wight. 

GB2IMD: The Marconi station for Northern Ireland, 
situated near Rathlin Island, will be operated by Ivor 
GI4WRI. 

GB2MDI: Operated by the Cornish Radio Amateur 
Club from HQ at Perranwell, just a short distance from 
Poldhu. Visitors will be welcome to the station and it is 
hoped to have a small display of Marconi memorabilia. 

GB4MDI: From Flatholm Island in the Bristol 
Channel. If weather prevents the trip, the station will 
operate from the Marconi site near Barry on the Welsh 
mainland. 

IY@TCI: Official Marconi day station from 
Civitavecchia, from where the first 500 MHz experiments 
were carried out. 

IYITTM: From Tigullio Tower at Sestri Levante near 
Genoa, from where early VHF and UHF D/F experiments 
where held. Operator will be Roberto I1ARZ. 

TY4FGM: The official Marconi Club Station in Villa 
Grifone, near Pontecchio from where the very first 
transmission was made by Marconi in 1895. 

K1VV/MD: Operated from Cape Cod by Whitley 
K1VV and Don AA1V plus others. 

VEIMD: From the site in Nova Scotia where the 
Marconi Museum stands. 

VOIIMD: From St. Johns, Newfoundland, from 
where the first trans-Atlantic contact was made. 

ZS6IMD: This station represents the South African 
influence of Marconi. It was from Poldhu, Cornwall that the 
first transmissions to South Africa were made. 

This year the stations will be operating on as many 
modes as possible on all bands from 6-80m (and 2m for 
local working). In last year’s event 51 licensed amateurs and 
16 SWLs qualified for the special awards. This year you 
need to work/hear any ten of the above stations. Again, the 
official award is for full two-way contacts only and claims 
must be accompanied by a GCR List and the fee for $5/£2 
or 10 IRCs. The SWL award costs $3/£1.50 or 6 IRCs.
